CHIEF FACTOR FOR 
CITY 18 PURE WATER 


Both Rabbit Hills and Beaver 
Hills Sites Condemned by 


Expert’ 


Declaring that neither the Rubbit 
Hilis nor Beaver Hills schemes should 
ve adopted, Willis Chipman, engincer- 
jing expert engaged by Mayor Short 
to investigate and report on a proper 
water supply for Edmonton, now 
comes forward with a proposal differ- 
ent from any heretofore suggested by 
the numerous experts employed by 
the city to solve this vexed question. 
Mr. Chipman, in his report handed to 
Mayor Short late Saturday afternoon, 
say's: 

“1 have therefore concluded to 
recommend that your future wa- 
ter supply be taken from the riv- 
er at some point above the city 
limits; that is, southwest of the 
mouth of White Mud Creek.” 

At another point In nis report, Mr. 
Chipman defines the possible location 
of the new intake pipe, pumping plant 
and sedimentation basin as being in 
township 52, range 26, 

Parity Consideration. 

Considerations of the purity of wa- 
ter as taken in its raw state from the 
river have solely influenced Mr. Chip- 
man in this decision, according to his 
statements. Were it not for this, he 
would have recommended the reten- 
tion of the present site of the intake 
and pumping plant, vor the removal 
of the plant to a point further up th: 
river means an ‘expenditure of more 
than one million «dollars over the 
amount required to develop the pres; 
ent plant to meet the requirements of 
a city of 200,000 population, and, in 
Mr. Chipman’s opinion, “the existing 
pump house site in the central part of 
the city is an ideal one from an oper- 
ative standpoint, as there is ample 
space for extensions to serve a popu- 
lation of halg a million people or 
more,"* 

The chief factor 


in the healih of a 
city is a supply of pure water. The 
chief factor in the well-being and 
safety of a city is in tae quantity and 
pressure of the water distributed for 
fire protection purposes. Laying down 
these truths as axiomatic, Mr. Chip- 
man picks the first, purity, as the most 
important, and he devotes a consider 
able portion of his 44-page typewrit- 
ten report to a consideration of this 
factor. 
Many Other Recommendations. 

But Mr. Chipman has many recom- 
mendations beside that referring to 
the best site for the intake pipe and 
pumping plant. These may be very 
briefly summarized as follows: 

That the waterworks department be 
consolidated and placed under one ex- 
ecutive head, who would control fully 
the source of supply, the pumping sta- 
tion, the purification works and = the 
distribution system. Mr, Chipman de- 
clares that until this is done, the ser- 
vice will be unsatisfactory to the pub- 
lic and annual deficits may be expect- 
od more frequently than surpluses. 

That $880,000 should be appropriat- 
ed tor extensions to the present pump- 
ing plant and distribution system; und 
that it will be necessary to have this 
work done within the next two years, 
and that this work will have to be 
done whether the present site is re- 
tained or not, 

That surveys should be started im- 
mediately for the new plant‘to be lo- 
cated up the river; that at this plant 
should be the intake pipe, the pump- 
ing plant and sedimentation basin; 
that a street railway line should be 
built westward to the point selected 
for the new plant; and that the total 
cost of the new plant will be about 
three millions of dollars. 

That fire service by direct pressure 
be abandoned and portable fire en- 
gines adopted. 

Question of Location. 

The opening paragraph of Mr. Chip- 
man’s report is interesting. It says: 

“The present unsatisfactory condi- 
tion of the existing waterworks sye- 
tem is largely due to the unsettled 
question: “Shall the supply continue 
to be drawn from the river at the 
present pumping station site, or shal) 
the supply be taken from a source less 
liable to future pollution?” This prob- 
lem has been under consideration for 
u year or more. in the meantime the 
demand for water has been inereasing; 
additions are urgently needed to the 
pumping’ wachinery; tnprovements 
are required in the filtration plant 
and larger mains are required to give 
proper fire protection.” 

A general review of Mr. Chipman's 
report reveals several opinions. In the 
first place, he has no hesitation in 
saying that the only proper source of 
water supply fur Edmonton is the Sas- 
katchewan river, Pigeon Lake, he 
believes, would nut yield sufficient 
supply. 

The Best Location. 

Concluding, then, that the

Philadelphia, Aug. 10.—A young wo- London, Aug. 10—The third 


attempt of the suffragettes under 
command of Sylvia Pankhurst to 
take Premier Asquith’s house in 
Downing street by storm falled tw- 
day when the militant leader wis 
.captured by a cordon of police 
thrown across Whitchall after a 
stiff fight in which the police 
used thelr clabs. The police clear- 
ed the streets with unusual rough- 
ness, mounted officers riding 
down women and children without 
discrimination. 

The trouble began after 4 mass 
meeting held under the auspices of the 
Free Speech Defence Committee which 
was called to demand the uncondition- 
al reledse of George Lansbury, former 
Socialist member of the house of com- 
mons, who was sentenced July 30 te 
three months’ imprisonment for mak 
ing inflammatory speeches, but was 
relegsed August 2nd, under the “cat 
and mouse act” while on wu hunger 
strike. 

Advised No Attack Be Made. 

Miss Pankhurst had refused an invi- 
tation tv make a speech at this meel- 
ing when informed that she would not 
be permitted to urge her hearers tv 
march upon Downing street. The free 
speech speakers toaay advised the 
crowd not to attack the premiers resi- 
dence, but at the close of her meeting 
Miss Pankhurst, through her promise 
Vidide last week, mounted the base 6r 
the Nelson column and In fiery words 
urged her sympathizers to. foliuw ber.

Trees were uprooted, 
telegraph and electric light poles blown 
down, windows broken and buildings 
unroofed by the wind, which blew at 
the rate of sixty miles before the rain, 

Agnes Murphy, aged 20, was killed 
by a bolt of lightning when she sought 
refuge under a tree in Fairmount park, 
James McNee, 11 months old, was in 
a coach at a cemetery when the wind 
blew down a tree, which crushed him 
te death. 

Picnickers Injured. 

The roof of a pavilion in Fairmount 
Park.was biown down and six picnick- 
ers were so badly injured by falling 
debris that they had to be removed 
io a hospital. 

Street car traffic in all directions 
v9 fthe town was tied up by large trees 
and poles which were thrown across 
the tracks, breaking the :rolley wires 
as they fell. 

In the centre of the city several 
display windows were shattered and 
merchandise of, various kinds wus 
blown about the streets.

That had been the 
history of all ages; the inventor saw 
the engine in the tea kettle, the poet 
his masterpiece in the running brook, 
and just as the young men of the pres- 
ont generation grasped their onpor- 
tunities and lived up to their ideals,

THE FAIR. 


‘‘Edmonton’s Big Fair’’ opens 
on Monday. The term is apt, has 
always been apt, and will doubt- 
less always continue so. It has 
been the steady ambition of those 
who have had the conduct of the 
exhibition to keep it ahead, rather 
than abreast, of the growth of the 
city and the development of the 
tributary country. In days when 
Edmonton was by no means a big 
place the Edmonton fair gained a 
reputation as ar enterprise plan- 
ned on a scale out of proportion 
to the size of the town in which 
it was held, and altogether more 
ambitious than exhibitions held in 
towns of similar size in older por 
tions of the Dominion. It was 
because of this desire to make the 
fair something more than a local 
celebration or a commercial ven- 
ture that the Exhibition Associa- 
tion years ago turned over thie 
exhibition to the town, while con 
tinuing to gratuitously bear the 
responsibility of directing and 
managing it. Run as a means ot; 
illustrating the the| 
country and of inducing their de- 
velopment, and with the credit of 
the town behind it, it was possible 
to run the fair on a larger ani 
more costly seale than would have] 
been possible had it been conduct- 
ed as a local celebration only, or 
as a yenture which must produce 
dividends. Financially the fair 
has not always come out on the 
right side of the account, but 
when there has been a deficit the 
city has paid it as a contribution 
to the task of extending settle 
ment and development in the 
country whose settlement and de 
velopment meant the growth and 
prosperity of the eity. The fair 
has thus been made an expression 
of the restless energy and larg: 
ambitions of the people of Ed 
monton, and a means also of real 
izing these ambitions. That it has 
been a powerful factor in accom 
plishing this end there can be no 
manner of doubt. Because it has 
been consistently planned on an 
ambitious scale, and has been 
known to be so planned, it has 
drawn people from all parts of 
the West, and, in proportion 
from the East and South. To 
these visitors it has offered con- 
vincing evidence as to what the 
country can produce, in the things 
it does produce, It follows that 
to attain the purpose for which 
it has been couducted the Ed 
monton fair had to be, particu 
lariy anc before all else, an ‘‘ex- 
hibition’? of the country’s prod- 
ucts, This it has been, in so far 
as has been possible to a fair held 
at a season when the grain crop of 
the country has not yet reached 
maturity. It has also been a 
necessity of the case that the fair 
must be advertised far beyond the 
district whose products were dis- 
played in the buildings. If the 
fair was to be a means of indue- 
ing people to come to Edmonton 
or to the Edmonton district to 
reside, the people had first to be 
persuaded to come to the fair and 
see what reason we had to offer 
them for moving. Both these 
ideas the directors of the fair still 
follow. The fair is still an ex- 
hibition, and it is still advevtised 
in the hope of inducing visitors 
to come from other parts of Can- 
ada and from the United Siates. 
Changing conditions have, of 
course, involved the introduction 
of new features, or their iniroduc- 
tion in larger proportion, The 
growth of local industries has ne- 
cessitated the addition of these 
products to the agricultural dis- 
play which at firs‘ comprised all 
the district had to show. The 
growth of the city induced the 
addition of ‘‘attractions’’ such as
